I n the wake of the controversy over Oliver 
Stone’s movie “JFK,” the CIA earlier this 
month declassified 34 documents compiled on 
Lee Harvey Oswald. The documents, sections of 
which appear below, came from the FBI and the 
State Department. Twelve documents originated 
at the CIA. Most dealt with Oswald’s defection 
to Moscow and his activities after he returned to 
the United States. 

Seven of the 12 CIA documents were 
previously made public as part of the Warren 
Commission report. Most of the new records 
dealt with Oswald’s trip to Mexico City in the 
fall of 1963 . Their release was approved by CIA 
Director Robert M. Gates, and they are at the 
National Archives.
